Residents of the newly devel­ 
oped Southeast section of Tor- 
ranee were quirk to raise thHr 
vok-en In opposition to the ex- 
Jension of the city dump thin 
wek, and petition* hearing score* 
of name* Are ready for filing 
with the City Council asking that 
the dump at Plaza de A mo and 
Western avenue he cloned for­ 
ever, and the land there convert­ 
ed Into a city park. They call It 
a rat*' nest.

It wan pointed out that even 
the F.H.A. is specific in its re­ 
quirement! that the dump he 
cloned to protect loans in the 
Kettler Knoll* section nearby.

Petition*! circulated with the 
aid of C. Ed. Jones, candidate for 
the City Council, ask that "the 
City of Torranre abandon the 
city flump ... and that the site 
be filled with earth and convert­ 
ed into a city park as soon an 
possible.... We further protect 
further expansion of the dump an 
a menace to health anrl safety of 
the people of Torrance, particu­ 
larly in this area."

The property owners state that 
the dump in unsightly, a blight 
irtnce Western avenue has heen 
cut through and damaging to 
property.

The Council recently approved 
the purchase of five acres of land 
for expansion of the dump and 
the residents want this land also 
used for park purposes.

Do outside gamHing interest* 
hope to keep their hold on Tor­ 
rance through the only two can­ 
didates for the City Council who 
have not corpe out against the 
operation of Illegal marble or pin 
ball games?

This question was being asked 
on the eve of election, as only 
two candidates have failed to 
state their opposition to this type 
of gambling which has operated 
openly here for years.

Answer was received after 
press time and m»«* he found 
elsewhere In the paper.

The candidates ai« : Harvey 
Spelman and Willis Blount.

With the barking of the Herald 
which never na« challenged the 
operation of the games, but 
raises a faint and fictitious pre­ 
election cry "gambling" before 
each election. Spelmart and 
Blount have not Indicated that 
they would go along with the re­ 
solution adopted by the City 
Council last week to ban the pin 
ball games in Torrance.

Whether Spelman has any 
deeper interest in Torrance than 
Mason has not heen indicated, 
except that Spelman sells the 
Herald all of its paper and 
newsprint, and recently himself 
moved to Torrance.

That Spelman ha* no particu­ 
lar interest In his own section of 
the city, Seaside Rancho*. Holly­ 
wood Riviera and Walteria, Is 
shown by his reply to a critic 
who told Spelman he has no 
nferest In a Southwest Torrance 

solid front. Spelman Is quoted ** 
saying: "To h - -. with that."

The previous week the 
Spelman-Blount mouthpiece had uttered its faint "gambling" 
cry, but its reaction on that score apparently was negative.

Benstead Leading as 
Home Stretch Nears

TORRANCE — Previews on the biggest Torrance Handi­ 
cap of the year show Victor E. Benstead as being the most 
likely of the eioht candidate wina for the two seatv or. the 
City Council, which will be decided when Jorrance residents 
choose their representatives April II. Thfs opinion is based 
on a three-week careful survey $>•—————————-——————_——.
of the Torrance "Central" and 
outlying districts by the Press. 

If accurate, the survey shows 
that Benstead Is likely to win a 
seat on the council by strong
margin, with A. J. Patronsky, 
C. Ed. Jones and George W. 
Downing running a close second.

From the platform presented 
by two other candidates, Willys 
Blmint and Harvey Spelman, it 
is indicated that they have shown 
their colors too soon, and are 
apparently too willing to gain 
votes through the efforts of 
"central Torrance" pressure 
groups.

There are two other candi­ 
dates in the race whose plat­ 
forms are apparently non-ex 
istent. This is indicated by the 
lack of public interest.

Since there is room for only 
two winners and public interest 
ha* indicated that the iron rule 
of "central Torrance" pressure 
groups will no longer be toler­ 
ated, supporters of unpledged 
candidates seem in a fair way to 
get the support of the elector*.

The 
charter wan written that way to 
protect Stevens or any other 
manager from just surh a "plot."

Yes, they forgot, and dreamed 
up a great "plot" to get votes 
for the S-B ticket.

Meanwhile, while other candi­ 
dates were laughing up their 
sleeves, Councilman George Pow- 
ell, charged with the grim "plot" 
said of Stevens:

"George W. Stevens, in my 
opinion, is a qualified and effi­ 
cient City Manager, in whom 1 
have the utmost confidence. He 
could exhibit greater qualifica­ 
tions and efficiency if it were 
not for the pressure and coercion 
of those who prompted the action 
of the candidates to pervert their 
principles and tactics to a degree 
where they publish linclous and 
false statements regarding City 
officials with whom they seek to 
serve. I am not a party to any 
attempt to replace the City Man­ 
ager."

As election approaches, it. is in­ 
dicated by reaction of the people 
that Spelman and Rlount are los­ 
ing favor with each edition of the 
Herald, wince apparently they 
have no legitimate cause for 
seeking election to the Council.

A split of the Southwest Tor­ 
rance vote (which Spelman had 
counted on) has developed with 
attacks on such men as Pnvvell 
of Walteria. and A. J. Patronsky, 
of Hollywood Riviera.

Spelmsn and Rlount have snirt 
nothing except what the Herald 
has said for them, and of course, 
it is well known that the Herald 
Is Spelman's best customer in 
this area.
